Any person violating the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdememor and be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a period not exceeding thirty (80) days or by a fiDe not 
exceeding one hundred (100) dollars, or by both luch fine and impris~nment.

AN ACT to regulate the rractioe of osteopathy iD the state of Iowa. [Amendatory to 
title XII, ohspter 1'7, 0 the code, relating to the practice of medicine.] 

Be it enacted by the General ABBembly of tM State of Iowa: 
SECTION 1. DJploma-certi1lcate. Any person holding a diploma from a 

legally incorporated and regalad., conducted. school of osteopathy of good 
repute as such, and wherein the course of study comprises a term of at 
least twenty months or four terms of five months each, in actual attendance 
at such school, and shall include instructions in the following branches, 
to-wit: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, pa.thology, gynecology. 
obstetrics and theory and practice of osteopathy, shall upon the presentation 
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
